We ask the attention of parents to the following:—The whole 
-number of scholars in the town, attending not less two weeks, was 
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sixty-seven. Average attendance, forty-two ; this is sixty-three per 
cent. or less than two thirds of the whole number. We can never 
have strictly first-class schools unless we have a better attendance. 
Other statistics are given in the accompanying table. 

The school in District No. One has made good progress consid- 
ering the irregularity in the attendance of many of the pupils. The 
teacher, a lady of culture and refinement, though new at the business 
of teaching, entered upon her task with that patience and persever- 
ance which seldom fails to win success. We were especially 
pleased with her oral exercises in Geography; and exercises in 
other branches gave evidence of industry in the right direction on 
the part of both teacher and learner. There is a great need of 
suitable wall maps in this school. ‘Those now in the school room 
were there seventeen years ago, and we know not how long before. 
There have been important changes in the political divisions both 
in our own country and on the Continent of Europe since that 
period. 

The teacher in District No. Two tanght the past season for the 
first time. She passed a good examination, and doubtless entered 
the school room with the best intentions, laboring earnestly for the 
advancement of her prpils. The school was not, however, so suc-- 
cessful as we hoped it would prove. The teacher in a measure 
failed to command that respect and obedience which are indispensi- 
ble to the good order and general welfare of a school. Some pro- 
gress was made in the various branches ; the most punctual and or- 
derly showing to the best advantage. 


The same teacher was employed in District No. Three as last 
year. Although the pupils made fair progress last year, we think 
this year the improvement has been greater. The good order ap- 
parent in the school room was especially worthy of commendation. 
The examination was very satisfactory to your committee, on which 
occasion I was pleased to meet so many friends of the pupils. 


As our prudential committee are almost constantly changing, 
new ones being chosen every year, it may not be amiss to insert 
the following from Chapter LX XIX of the General Statutes :-— 
‘Sec. 14. ‘Fhe prudential committee shall select and hire teachers 
for the district, provide them board, furnish necessary fuel, make 
such occasional repairs of the school house and furniture as may be 
necessary, not exceeding in amount five per cent. of the school 
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money of the district, notify the superintending committee of the 
commencement and close of the schools, and give them such in- 
formation and assistance as may be necessary for the performance 
of their duties.” 

In looking over the school registers of the several Districts 
for the past fifteen years, we see evidences of both efficieut and 
inefficient teachers. It is apparent that there has been an inclina- 
‘tion in some instances to employ a cheap tea her so as to prolong 
the school ; as if a few additional weeks of trying to “learn” the 
pupils, as one teacher has it,—we suppose she meant teach,—could 
make up fur an almost entire lack of ability to instruct. It does 
not pay to employ incompetent teachers, even though they are 
willing to work cheap. A goocd teacher will always command a 
fair salary, and it is better to pay a little’ more than we think is 
“fair’, to obtain a first-class teacher. 

A prudential committee has no enviable task if he is expected to 
find a teacher who will suit everybody in his district. Itis a task 
which no amount of experieace will enable him to perform. Par- 
ents are usually so sensitive when there is any little unpleasant. oc- 
currence with which their own children are unfavorably connected, 
that a teacher is in constant danger of getting the ill-will of some- 
body by simply doing her duty. ‘The only proper course open to 
her under such circumstances is with faithfulness and impartiality 
to do what she thinks is right. If she is a suitable person to have 
the care of children, we need not fear for the result.
